SHSBMAN, Texas, May 16.-—A most 
disastrous cyclone struck Sherman at 
4:20 
o'clock 
yesterday 
afternoon, 
wiping out the entire western end 
of the town. The loss of life is iap- 
palling. 


By 6 o'clock last evening twelve 
bodies were lying cold in death in the 
county court house, and as many more 
are scattered about and across the 
desolated west end of the city. 


The work of rescue and the search 
for the missing goes on. 
The business 
part of the town is deserted and the 
greatest excitement prevails. Every 
available wagon, buggy, and horse is 
in use by the searchers and workers of 
the field of death. As time grows, 
later reports of greater loss of life and 
prperty arrive. The Sherman court 
house is insufficient to hold the dead 
and wounded. 
The vacant 
Moore 
building is utilized, and eleven colored 
people, dead or dying, were placed 
there. Express drays, baggage wagons 
and all kinds of vehicles continue to 
come in with dead bodies. The storm 
struck Sherman without warning on 
the southwest corner of the city and 
cleared a path of 100 yards wide along 
the west end of town. Houses, trees, 
fences and everything went before the 
terrible force of the cyclone. The 
negro part of the town suflfered the 
most severely. 
There are probably 
thirty negroes killed. 
Ten bodies 
have been picked up in Post Oak 
creek. The flood of rain which attend- 
ed the storm was severe. The town is 
mass of mud and floating debris, and 
there is much difficulty in finding the 
dead and injured.

From the point where the cyclone 
seems to have first descended to where 
it suddenly arose from the ground just 
north of the city, it left terrific marks 
of its passage, not a house in its path- 
way efccaping and not a tree or ehrub 
is left standing or that is not twisted 
and torn out of shgpe. An iron bridge 
on 
Houstoil 
street 
is completely 
wrecked and blown away, notwith- 
standing its hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of steel and material. The 
number of persons wounded will reach 
not less than 100 and it will be several 
days before the exact number of fatali- 
ties can be given, as many persons, 
especially children, are missing, and 
many of the injured ara in such criti- 
cal shape that a score may die. 


In a few minutes after the cyclone 
the police were appealed to for shelter 
for the dead and wounded and the 
ambulances and all kinds of convey- 
ances were pressed into service. Phy- 
sicians 
and 
druggiats 
responded 
promptly to the call for succor. Hun- 
dreds of ladies responded to the call of 
humanity and with a score of physi- 
cian B were soon at work. 
The cries of 
the injured were eupplemented by the 
agonizing shrieks of those who, passing 
from corpse to corpse at last to find 
some loved one, perhaps a husband, 
or wi^e, or son, or daughter. 
NKARLY TWO HT?NDREI> LIVES LOST. 


About three miles of wire belonging 


to th« City Electric Light works, was 
torn down by the cyclone, and in con- 
sequence the city T^as in darkness all 
night. A great number of inquiries for 
lost persons are being made, over 100 
having been received by the police 
thus far. Physicians from VanAlstyne, 
McKinley and Denison are here in 
numbers, also nurses from all of these 
cities. 


Later reports show that Mrs. J. J. 
Johnson and child were killed four 
miles west of Howe, and twelve miles 
southwest of this city. Mrs. Samuel H. 
Hendricks, who lives near them, is 
fatally injured. The last reports indi- 
cate that a family by the name of Con- 
nor, consisting of an old lady, her son 
and daughter, are seriously injured 
They cannot live. 


Eeports are coming in constantly 
that the direction of the main cyclone 
which passed through Sherman went 
between Denison and Pottsborough. 
The width or strength of the storm has 
not varied. It still maintains a breadth 
of about 150 or 200 yards through the 
entire country. 


Between Sherman and the river no 
fatalities have been reported, although 
there are unconfirmed rumors of a 
number of houses being blown down. 


The total number of injured will 
reach 150 and the total number of 
killed outright so far as word from 
Sherman and other points in the coun 
try, is about sixty, and it is estimated 
that at least that many more are miss- 
ing and dead. 


Conservative 
estimates 
place the 
total number of killed in Grayson 
county at between 120 and 150. The 
path of the storm, which passed west 
of town, passes through a section of 
country which has no telephone or tele- 
graph connection with the city. All 
telephone communications west and 
northwest of the city is down. 


BANKER ARNOLD 


3Iast Serve O u t His Prison Sen- 
tence. 


Governor MatlUew» Concludes That 
the Convict ÍH Not Deserving 
of Cleuicucy. 


A VILLAGE DRMOLISHED, 


JUSTIN, Tex., May 16..—At this town, 
W. J.SEvans was killed by the cyclone 
and seventeen wounded. 
The most 
seveirely injured are: Mr. Wilson, wife 
and children, Ed E. Beynolds. 
At 
Gribble Springs, north of here, three 
persons were killed and several more 
injured. 
The dead are: Mrs. Shan- 
non and her gmall child; Mr. Hill, a 
young man. A baby, which was 
thought to have been killed by the 
storm, was found to have died just 
before and had been blown away. A 
Mr. Hurst and family are severely 
injured. 
It is expected that at least 
two of them will die. One child was 
found with a large wooden splinter 
stuck through its head, but was, when 
discovered, still living. 
Ed True, a 
farmer, northwest of here, had three 
ribs broken by being blown from a 
wagon; 
Gribble Springs is almost de- 
molished, but few houses remaining 
standing. 


STARTED NEAR DEKION. 


DENTON, Texas, May 16 —The cyclone 
which cut out the heart of this county 
and Grayson county, just to the north- 
east, started within a mile of Justin, in 
this county. A terriffic wind was ex- 
perienced here. 
People were blown 
down, houses demolished and farm 
buildings completely removed. 
Re- 
ports from the country districts indi- 
cate some five people killed, most of 
whom were traders in Denton, but 
whose names cannot be ascertained at 
this time. The roads are impassable 
and the small streams of the county 
swollen beyond their banks. 
So far 
no one has been reported killed in this 
town, but the place is in darkness, half 
under water and searching parties are 
slow in reporting. 
Eeports from Jus- 
tin, Sherman and Gribble are to the 
effect that $500.000 worth of properly 
has been destroyed in the two counties. 


AT CIRPENTER BLUFF, 


DENNISON, Tex., May 16 —At Carpen- 
ter BluflF, seven miles east of here, the 
dwelling of John Devant was blown 
down and four persons, Devant and 
wife and Devant's hired hand, named 
Armour, and a little child received in- 
juries from which they will die. 


ONLY ONE HOLSE LFFT STANDING. 


JUSTIN, Tex., May 16—Keller, a 
small town to the north of Justin was 
almost entirely wrecked by the cyclone, 
and it is reported that only one house 
in the hamlet is now standing. All 
that section of the country immediate- 
ly north was left in ruins by the storm. 
Further reports from Gribble Springs 
say that the injured in that place will 
number thirty.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 16—Gover- 
nor Matthews decided today not to 
pardon Thompson Arnold, bookkeeper 
of the South Whitley bank, convicted 
of embezzlement. Judge Pennfield, of 
Auburn, who tried the case, refused to 
recommend a pardon and the governor 
became convinced that the depositors 
of the bank felt that Arnold should be 
punished.

FREMONT, Ohio, May 16.—A terrible 
tragedy last night, one mile east of the 
village of Lindsey, and about eight 
miles from this city, took place, in 
which one man was killed outright and 
two sons are in such a condition that 
death may result at any moment. The 
deed was committed about midnight 
and evidently was well planned. At 
that hour of the night the family of 
Jacob Hess were aroused by an explo- 
sion, which shattered their home, but 
no one was injured. Mr. Hess and his 
two sons immediately prepared to leave 
the house and ascertain the cause, and 
they had hardly stepped out when the 
old gentleman was shot dead. 
An- 
other shot «nd one of the sons fell 
pierced in the breast with a quantity of 
buckshot; again a shot, and the other 
son received a shot. The fiend then es- 
caped and thus far has not been cap- 
tured. 


Suspicion points strongly to the deed 
having been committed by a young 
farmer named Louis Billua, who has 
been desperately in love with the 
daughter of Mr. Hess, but his suit has 
been strenoualy opposed by the father 
and also the brothers. 
Lately he has 
been prohibited from making calls and 
this so enraged him that he has been 
nearly wild. People who know the 
young man think he has brooded over 
the love aflfair so much that he has be- 
come insane. The sheriff and a posse 
started at once to capture the man, 
but so far have not been able to locate 
him. 


ONE BJT DEAD. 


A report has since been received 
which says one of the sons has died 
and that the other will probably re- 
cover. 


A DEADLOCK. 


The Conference Takes Six Bal- 
lots t o No Avail. 


Ex-Governor McKinley Receives an 
Ovation at the Ilands of the 
Delegates. 


CLEVELAND, 0., May 16.—When the 
M. E. general conference was called 
to order this morning the third ballot 
for bishop was announced amid intense 
excitement. 
Like its predecessors, it 
was not decisive, 340 were necessary to 
choice, and McCabe, who lead, got 252 
votes. 
A fourth and fifth ballot then 
followed, and both failed to elect. 
While the fifth ballot was being 
counted, routine work was taken up 
The proceedings were soon interrupted 
by great applause near the door and a 
short man was seen ascending the 
ge. As he turned to the audience it 
was seen the man was Major William 
McKinley and the applause was deafen- 
ing. Bishop Boice presented him and 
the air was white with handkerchiefs. 
Three times the applause died away 
and three times it was renewed. 
It 
was the greatest ovation of the confer- 
ence. 


The regular recess was made fifteen 
minutes instead of ten, and nearlf 
every delegate in the house took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to greet 
Governor McKinley. 


After the recess the chair announced 
the next ballot. 
It resulted in no 
choice, but revealed some remarkable 
surprises. The vote on the six leading 
candidates was as follows: H. A. Butts, 
266; Earl Cranston, 245; C. C. McCabe, 
236; J. W. Hamilton, 137; J. B. W. 
Bowen, 75; T. B. Neely, 21. 


The conference next decided to take 
up the memorial service. Bishop Joyce 
called Bishop Foster to the chair to 
preside over the memorial services. 
This act of courtesy was greeted with 
great applause. The remainder of the 
session was occupied by the reading of 
memorials. A memorial on Henry J. 
Liebhardt was read by A. J. Nash, 
another on Eev. R. F' Crary, editor of 
the California Chrietian Advocate, by 
John Coyle, and the third on Sanford 
Hunt by E. S. Eaton. Upon the con- 
clusion of theee services the conference 
adjourned-until 2:30 p. m.

OMAHA, Neb., May 16.—Henry Bolln, 
ex-city treasurer of Omaha, was today 
sentenced by Judge Baker, of the 
criminal court, to a term of nineteen 
years at hard labor in the state peni- 
tentiary and in addition to pay a fine 
of $211,000. Bolln was for nearly four 
years city treasurer. His speculation 
commenced a few months after his 
election. His shortage was discovered 
last July. He was convicted on his 
second trial last week, the jury having 
disagreed on the first trial. Bolln is 
fifty-five years of age and nineteen 
years practically amounts to a life sen- 
tence in his case.

H. M. Caylor, who was 
elected yesterday at South Bend, is a 
citizen of Noblesvelle, with an excel- 
lent record in war and peace. 


Mr. Caylor, who is now 54 years

volunteer infantry. 
He served the 
remaining three years of the war fol- 
lowing his enlistment.

Ferrell Miller and Will 
Thompson had their throats cut, Sarah 
Jarrett was severely cut about the neck 
and arma, and a number of others 
seriously injured. All the parties are 
negroes.

EL LAW CASE, 


John Anderson Sues the 
Maccabee Order 


F o r $ 3 , 0 0 0 Because H e W a s 
Suspended. 


Decision in the Celebrated Boyle Case 
is Reversed by tlie Appel- 
ate Conrt. 


Quite a novel law case has been 
brought in the superior court, througti 
his attorneys. Woodward & Keegan, by 
John W. Anderson against the supreme 
tent of the Snights of the Maccabees 
of the World. 


The defendant ia a fraternal asBOcia 
tion, with supreme headquarters at 
Port Huron, Mich., and gives to the 
heirs of a member, at his deith, 
amounts ranging from 11,000 to |3,000 
provided the member had paid his 
assessments and was in good standing 
in the order. 


The plaintiff alleges in his complaint 
he became a member of Wayne tent, 
No. 54. in this city, of the Maccabee 
order on March 7, 1893, and that by 
virtue of said membership he was given 
an insurance protection of 13,000. He 
further says that in February, 1896, the 
said order suspended him from mem- 
bership, although at the time he was in 
good standing and h»d complied with 
all the provisions and reqairementt of 
the order. He had asked for » reio- 
statement in the tfrder but was tefuied. 


He says that he was wrongfully dis- 
missed from the said order, and that 
by reason thereof he has been disgraced 
and humiliated in the opinion of his 
neighbors and friends. For this sus- 
pension and disgrace and humiliation 
he claims that his name and his char- 
acter have been injured to the extent of 
13,000, and hence he asks judgment 
against the supreme tent of the Knights 
of Maccabees of the world for this 
amount. 


BOTLB CASE HSVSBSSD. 


Yesterday at Indianapolis the appel- 
late court of the state reversed thè deci- 
sion in the case of Anna Boyle against 
the supreme council of the Catholic 
Benevolent Legion and thé case will be 
sent back t|p the superior court of this 
county for rehearing. 


It will be remembered that Mrs. 
Boyle recovered a judgment against the 
council for the death of her husband, 
William Boyle, who was said to have 
been drowned in Lake Michigan at 
Chicago, he being a member of the 
legion, by virtue of which Mrs. Boyle 
would be entitled to the amount of the 
insurance of the policy which he held. 


His wife immediately made] applica- 
tion for the payment of the policy, bnt 
the supreme council refused on the 
ground 
of insufficient evidence of 
death, which created a suspicion of the 
validity of the claim, the body never 
having been found. 


Messrs. Breen & Morris were the at- 
torneys for the defendant, and the re- 
versal of the decision in the case is 
quite a legal victory.

Tlie Democrat!« Won. 


The democrats gained a substantial 
victory in the supreme court of this 
state by the decision of that body, 
which was announced in yesterday's 


SENTINEL, declaring that the legislative 
apportionment act of 1885 cannot be set 
aside, and that it is the only act under 
which the senators and representatives 
can be elected this fall. 
The effect of 
the decision is to elect members of the 
legislature under an act that the demo 
crats passed when they had a majority 
in the legislature, and which, if there 
is any advantage in it, is in their favor. 


When the court set aside the laws of 
1893 and 1895, and thus brought the 
laws of 1885 into effect, the democrats 
proposed that no further questions 
should be raised, and that the two par 
ties should acquiesce in the decision. 
The republicans, however, attacked the 
law of 1885 on the ground of unconsti- 
tutionality, and this decision 
sets 
the matter at rest, although there are 
suits pending to set aside all apportion- 
ment laws under the present constitu- 
tion, which was adopted in 1851. 


The court enters upon the discussion 
of the points involved by declaring 
that the law of 1885 is the only act now 
upon the statute books under which an 
election of members of the legislature 
can legally be held. 
Prior to 1869 the 
franchise was limited in this state to 
the white male population above the 
age of twenty-one years, and all ap- 
portionments made before that time 
excluded the negroes from voting. If 
a law, argues the court, were revived 
under which this class of citizens could 
not vote, it would be in conflict with 
both the state and federal constitu- 
tions, and no election held under it now 
would be legal. 
Referring to the 
proposition presented by the republican 
appellee, the court intimates that the 
end sought after is anarchy, and . says 
that the suit is really an attempt to 
coerce the govercor into calling a 
special session of the legislature by 
invoking the aid of the court in setting 
aside all laws.

Favorite sons are thick as flies 
in July. 
"While but little attention is 
usually given to "the tail of the ticket"

early in the campaign, the matter is al- 
ready being talked of and premises to 
attract a good deal of attention long be- 
fore the conventions. 


It is an unwritten political law that 
the candidate for vice president shall 
come from a different section of the 
country than that represented by the 
presidential nominee. Both parties have 
observed this rule for many years, and 
it is not likely that it will be broken 
no>it. Thus it is that the vice presiden- 
tial boomers are dependent for the 
operation of their plans upon the re.sult 
of the race for first place. This compli- 
cates matters to such an extent that the 
campaigns for second place are gener- 
ally begun late in the day. 


One of the first booms to be let loose 
is that of Garret A. Hobart of New 
Jersey. 
His friends are calculating on 
the nomination of McKinley, but if 
Morton or Reed should capture the place 
their plans would be shattered and a 
western man would be chosen. 


Mr. Hobart is a native of New Jersey, 
having been born at Long Branch in 
1844. 
He took his degree at Rutgers 
college before he was 20 years old and 
almost immediately after began the 
study of law. 
He received his legal 
training in the office of one of the ablest 
lawyers in the state and entered upon 
what has grown to be a most lucrative 
practice. . 


As a young lawyer he entered the 
political field, and after filling some 
minor municipal ofi5ces in Paterson 
was elected in 1872 to the state legis; 
lature. 
He wan re-elected and was 
made speaker of the house. 
In 1877 he 
was sent to the state senate to represent 
Passaic county and was re-elected two 
years later by the largest majority ever 
given in his district." During 
1881 
and 1882 he was president of the senate 
and received a complimentary vote from 
his party, which was in the minority, 
for United States senator. 


For a number of years Mr. Hobart has 
held the position of chairman of the 
state Republican committee, and since 
1884 he has been a member of the Re- 
publican national committee. 
In his 
career of a managing politician he has 
shown great ability. 
The flepublican 
victory in New' Jersey of a year ago 
was largely credited to his affbrts, and 
twice before he almost succeeded in 
changing the political complexion of 
the state. 


If an eastern man should be nomi- 
nated, then a %Vestern man will have a 
chance for the vice presidency. 
The 
Tennessee Republicans are loud in urg- 
ing the claims of Henry Clay Evans for 
the place. 
As the man who was almost 
elected governor of his state, he is very 
popular with his party. Mr. Evans is a 
native of Juniata county, Pa., and is 
53 yeai-s old. He has a good war record 
and fought gallantly with the Forty- 
first Wisconsin. He has been twi ce may- 
or of Chattanooga and was elected to 
congress after a hot figlit in a-Demo- 
cratic district. 


Governor Bradley of KentucJcy has 
also been mentioned as a logical.candi-

For a Century and a Ualf the Religions 


Life of Fastern Baptists Uas Centered 
at Tremout Temple—The Co.stllest Free 
Church In America. 
^ 


A structure that Baptists all over the 
country look at and refer to with pride 
is the new Tremont temple, which has 
just been dedicated in Boston. It is not 
only the home of one of the largest 
Baptist societies in the world, but it is 
the hub around which all the eastern 
affairs of the denomination revolve. The 
new building cost $541,000 and is the 
costliest free church in America. 


For more than a century and a half 
Boston has not been without a Tremont 
temple for any length of time. The first 
one was built on the site occupied by 
the present structure, and when that 
was destroyed by fire in 1879 another 
one was erected to replace it. 
This in 
turn was burned two years ago, but the 
ashes of the building made famous by 
so many notable revivals were hardly 
cold before plans had been begun for 
the constraction of the present temple, 
which is much handsomer and more im- 
posing than any of its predecessors. 


The striking and attractive facade of 
the new temple rises from Tremont 
street, almost directly opposite the Park 
street entrance to the common, which 
is one of the busiest spots in the heart 
of Boston. Past its wide swinging doors 
the restless feet of many thotisands 
tramp from sunrise to midnight. 
It is 
among the people and for the people, 
and the very name is dear to Boston 
folk. 


Looking at the six story sweep of the 
front, with its severely simple but some- 
what unusual style, there is nothing to 
indicate or suggest the ornate beauty of 
the interior. 
The architecture is <5f the 
Florentine renaissance style, and the 
materials used are light brick and sand- 
stone. 
The front elevation is modeled 
on the lines of the doges p'alace in Ven- 
ice. 
There are three big entrances to 
the temple, opening directly from the 
sidewalk. 
Those on the side lead up a 
flight of stairs to the lobby of the m ^ 
auditorium, and the center one is also 
comiected %Vith the lobby by two flights 
of stairs, but leads also to the smaller 
hall, which is located under the main 
one. 


The big auditorium, which will com- 
fortably seat 3,000 people, is beautiful 
indeed. 
The floor dimensions are 72 by 
135 feet, and there is a space of 50 feet

from the floor to the paneled dome. 
A 
balcony and a gallery surround three 
sides of the hall, and on the other side 
is a mammoth platform adorned by a 
beautiful bronze lectiu-n standing on a 
marble pedestal, the gift of the EÍnights 
Templars to Dr. Lorimer. 
Above the 
platform is the choir gallery, and rising 
back of that is tier on tier of the orna- 
mental pipes of the huge organ with 
which the church has been equipped. 


In the whole auditorium there is not 
a single pillar to obstruct the view, the 
roof of the vast hall being supported by 
huge steel girder.s, which are hidden by 
the ceiling. 
The color scheme of the 
whole interior is exceptionally artistic. 
The walls on the first fioor are a rich 
pompeiian red; in the balcony and gal- 
lery they are a warm buff, while tmder 
the windows they aie a pale green. 
There ai-e 12 of these vrindows, each in- 
closed by pilasters and arches. 
They 
are of stained glass, the designs repre- 
senting the 12 apostles. 
In the spaces 
at the top of the windows are inscribed 
the names of 24 men who have played 
prominont parts in the history of the 
Baptist church. 


The ceiling is one of the most beauti- 
ful features about the structure. 
It is 
divided into deep, octagonal panels, be- 
tween which aie large pendants. In the 
center is a panel much laiger tliiui the 
rest, with a gold .sunburst in the mid- 
dle. 
There are foin- rectagonal panel? 
around it, 
in which are ventilators. 
The ceiling is done in white and gold. 
The auditorium is lighted by a big cen- 
tral chandelier of 40 lights and by 23 
smaller chandeliers of 12 lights each 
depending from the ceiling at various 
point.«. 
Altogether there arc 500 lights 
in the temple. 


Over the platform rises a coffered 
arch, which supports the clioir and or- 
gan lofts. 


To the riglit of the platfoi-m is a door 
leading to tlie deacons' room luid to the 
robing rooms for candidates fur bap- 
tism. 
Beyond this room is the baptis- 
tery, entered by marble steps and provid- 
ed with a gently sloping fioor. The 
tank is a good big one, lined with en- 
ameled terra cotta, and will contain 
about 2,800 gallons of water. 


Instead of pews the auditorium is 
furnished with big, wide, leather cov- 
ered chairs that look piu'tieularly easy 
imd inviting. There are two other halls 
in tin- building—one called Lorimer 
hall, which takes the placc of the fa- 
moxis Meionaon, and the other, Chii)mau 
hall. 
The offices in the upper stories 
are occupied by Baptist societies.

He Has Never Eecn Out of Persia and Is 


Said to Be a Religious Fanatic—May 
I Have Trouble WJth His Turbulent Flder 


Brother. 


Muzaffer-ed-Din is the name of the 
new shah oi Persia. 
He is the second 
son of Nasr-ed-Din, who was recently 
assassinated. The new ruler of the Em- 
pire of the Sun is 43 years old and up 
to the time of the death of his father 
held the ofiice of governor of Tabriz. 


It is a rough road, however, that Mu- 
zaifer will have to travel before he will 
be allowed to reign peacefully at Tehe- 
ran. 
In the first place he will have to 
subdue his elder brother, Zil-es-Sultan, 
a turbulent fellow, who has for years 
fostered an ambition to be shah himself 
and who would not hesitate at killing 
off any nxunber of his immediate rela- 
tives to accomplish that J e s u i t . 
It is 
even thought that he had a hand in the 
removal of the late shah, and if he did 
it is evident that his plans for seizing 
the government were matured, for he 
knew years ago that Muzaffer had been 
chosen to succeed his father. 


The rule of primogeniture does not 
hold in Persia. The late shah had 5 sons 
and as many as 15 daughters. The girls 
are all married to Persian noblemen. 
Of the sons, Muzaffer was selected in- 
stead of the eldest, whose name, Zil-es- 
Sultan, means Shadow of the Kingdom, 
because the latter was the offspring of 
one of the plebeian wives of Nasr-ed- 
Din, while Muzaffer's mother was a 
woman of noble birth. Many years ago 
the second son was designated as the 
successor to the throne, and was recog- 
nized as such by all the leading powers 
in Europe. 
This act did not discourage 
Prince Mirza, as Zil-es-Sultan is called. 
He has long been governor of Ispahan, 
and has always held to the idea that a 
public office is a private snap, for he 
has become immensely wealthy. At one 
time he had collected in his province a 
standing army almost as big as the 
shah's, but in 1)890 his father, fearing 
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that his son was preparing to start a re- 
volt, recalled him to Teheran, scattered 
his army and only allowed him to re- 
turn to his province after he had put 
him under such heavy tribute that his 
wealth was sure to be diminished. 


Muzaffer also had trouble with his 
father recently about money matters, 
but it was not of a serious natm-e. The 
new shah is not very well known out- 
side of Persia. It has been reported that 
he is weakminded, but this has been 
disputed by men who have seen him. 
He does have, however, the reputation 
of being a dnrnkard, a gambler and . a 
religious fanatic, but these xu-e traits 
that are not wholly unusual in Persian 
rulers. 
It is said that he is entirely in 
the hands'of the most bigoted section of 
the Shiite priesthood, whose religion is 
a sort of radical Mohammedanism. 


There is no doubt about ^his sympa- 
thies being with the Russian partisans 
and against those who are inclined to 
be friendly to England. 
This means 
that he will be less liberal than his fa- 
ther. 
In fact, he knows almost nothing 
at all about western civilization, having 
never been out of Persia. 
He has not 
even been permitted to visit Teheran, 
where some few modem inventions have 
been adopted, such as the telegraph and 
the electric light. 
He has lived shut up 
in his palace at Tabriz, aloof from all 
contact with the outside world, and it 
may be expected that he will prove a 
very difi"erent monarch from the one 
whom he succeeds. 


In many respects the late Nasr-ed- 
Din was worthy to mle the country of 
Darius and Xerxes. 
He was made shah 
when but a boy of 19. He was suiTOund- 
ed by a corrupt and thievish set of min- 
isters, who advised him badly, but he 
soon got his eyes opened and became the 
most enlightened ruler that the ancient 
empire has had for centuries. He made 
several trips to Eui'ope, and in leaving 
his empire did what no previous shah 
had dared to do for ages. After return- 
ing from each journey he made reforms 
and introduced some enlightened cus- 
tom or modern ijivention. 


Of course he could be called a civi- 
lized ruler only in comparison with 
some of his predecessors. 
In inti'oduc- 
ing the telegraph, for instance, 
his 
method of overcoming the fanatical ob- 
jections of his subjects was somewhat 
abrupt and cruel. The Persi;ms objected 
to the pules and wires and amused 
themselves by chopping down the poles 
and shooting a%>.-ay the glass insulators. 
The shah is.suod an edict forbidding 
these practices, but it ^•.•as not obeyed. 
Tlien he sent out his officials to catch 
the offenders, with (jrtlers to bmy them 
alive at the foot of the mutilated poles. 
It is said that within six months after 
this royal mandate had been issued ev- 
I'ly telegraph pcyie in Persia was mark- 
ed by a grinning skull at its base. 
But 
the linemcu had less wc^rk to do, and 
now the telegraph is regarded with awe 
throughout the land.

Dr. Whitsitt's Statement That Roser Wil- 
liams Was Sprinkled Causes Controversy. 


Dr. 
William Heth 
Whitsitt, who 
threw a bombshell into the Baptist ranks 
recently by declaring that Roger Wil- 
liams was not baptized by immersion, 
but by sprinkling, is one of the most 
prominent members of 
the Southern 
Baptist chmch and an acknov/ledged 
authority on Baptist history. He is pres- 
ident of the Southern Baptist Theolog- 
ical seminary at Louisville and has \vrit- 
ten many books, pamphlets and newspa- 
per articles of a religious character. 


Dr. Whitsitt did not make his state- 
ment casually or without consideration, 
but after long study and research. 
It 
was published over his own signature 
in an article which he wrote for a cy- 
clopedia which has recently been is- 
sued. 
He said he not only doubted 
that Roger Williams had been properly 
baptized, but declared the practice of 
ijnmersion to be of comparatively re- 
cent origin. 
This was a severe shock 
to the orthodox Baptists in all parts of 
the world, and Dr. Whitsitt has been 
roundly denounced for uttering what 
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are regarded as heretical views. 
The 
opposition to his statements is all the 
more energetic because he is teaching 
the theological students at the Baptist 
seminaiy the same thing. 


It is expected that when the tmstees 
of the seminary hold their annual meet- 
ing in Chattanooga the subject will be 
brought up and Dr. Whitsitt may be 
taken severely to task for his utterances. 


Dr. Wliitsitt has had an interesting 
Ciireer. 
He was born near Nashville in 
184L 
He was graduated from Union 
university in 1861. 
The same year he 
entered the Cuntederate army as a i^ri- 
vute and was soon uftenvai'd promoted 
to a chaplaincy, in which position he 
sei-s-ed until the close of the war. 
He 
•\vas twice capttired and confined in mil- 
itary prisons for about a yeia\ In 18GU 
he entered the University of Virginia 
and studied for two years in the Soutli- 
ern Biiptist Theological seminary. 
He 
also spent two years in study in Berlin 
and Leipsic. 
On his return to America 
in 1872 he accepted a pastorate in Al- 
biuiy, Ga., and .soon after became a 
member of Ihe faeulty tif the seminary 
as profes-sorof Biblical introduction and 
ecclesiastical history. 
On the death of 
Dr. Broadus he became juresident.

Among tho foreign colony at Newport 
this summer will bo Viscount da Santa 
Thyrso, tho newly appointed Portuguese 
minister to tho United States, who has re- 
cently arrived at Washington.

An ImposlnsT Bolldingr Prqjected by a New 
York Syndicate. 


The extent to which the new woman 
dominates the day is shown in the organi- 
zation of a syndicate which proposes to 
erect in tho heart of New York city a mag- 
nificent I'l story building, to be devoted 
to her uses. 
The organization is known 
as the New York United Clubs Building 
company, and the projected structure is to 
bo big enough not only to accommodate 
all the clubs which tho new women of the 
metropolis find necessary to their comfort, 
but to furnish room for all sorts of busi- 
ness enterprises connected with their fads 
and fancies. 


The prospectus of the company states 
that there aro in New York city and vicin- 
ity not less than 100 women's clubs, with 
a membership of more than 10,000, includ- 
ing organizations of a patriotic, charitable, 
educational, political, social, artistic and 
benevolent nature. Tho plan is to provide 
all those clubs with an amalgamated 
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RIIOROSKD L'N'ITED WOMEN'S CLUB BC'ILDIXG. 
home, where tho members can in common 
enjoy many luxuries that small organiza- 
tions cannot hope for. Government of the 
company is to bo vested in a board of 100 
regents, all women of high standing, and 
it is expected that tho larger part of tho 
stock will be taken by tho clubs and socie- 
ties who are to occupy tho new building. 


In order iijas the expen.so may not bo 
heavy on tho stockholders the building is 
to ba partly- devoted to business. 
On the 
ground lluor six stores havo been designed; 
on the second lloor will bo a halrdressing 
establishment, manicure parlors, millinery 
shops, etc., and tiie third will afford op- 
portunities for women's tailors and mo- 
distes. 
All of tlu> fourth, fifth and sixth 
fioors will bo devotfd to clubroonis. 
The 
professidiis will have tho eighth and ninth 
stories, jmisio tho tenth and eleventh, and 
on the top thero will bo a roof g?.rden. 


Some of the attractions of tho building 
will be a Turkish bath for wonjen, includ- 
ing a swimming pool, a bicycle room, a 
gymnasium and a tennis court, all ex- 
clusively for women. Then there will be a 
theater, cafe and rtistaurant. 


The biiildiny is to bo in the renaissance 
stylo with two jnassivo towers rising 300 
feet above tho street. Tiio interior %vill bo 
maguiilcent in dccoration 
and design. 
There will be a grand staircase, a grand 
salon and a big banqueting hall. And all 
this f'-i- f.iio new woman.

Dr. Eliza M. Mosher Called to the Chair 
of Hygiene and Women's Dean of the 
I.iterary Depikrtment — Her Interestixic 
Career as Physicism and Scientist. 


When the University of Michigan, that 
great and liberal edacational institation 
that has made the name of Ann Arbor 
famous throughout tho world, throws 
open its doors again next fall, one of the 
professor's chairs will be occupied by a 
woman. Dr. Eliza M. Moshor of Brooklyn 
is the one on whom this distinction will 
be conferred. 
She is to fill the position of 
professor of hygiene, and she will also be 
woman's dean of the literary department. 


Dr. Mosher is one of the leading women 
physicians in the country, but she Is moie 
widely known as a writer of popular and 
scientific articles on hygiene and as a lec- 
' 4 
turer on the same subject. 
There is no 
part of medical knowledge that she is not 
familiar with. 
She has often shown that 
she has great skill in surgery, and her 
large and lucrative practice-in Brooklyn^ 
which .she has just given op in order to 
take a short trip abroad previous to as- 
suming her new duties at Ann Arbor, is a 
proof that she is a most successful phy- 
sician. 


The story of how she camo to take up 
the study and practice of medicine as a 
profession is a most Interesting one. In 
1864 she was a prim, demuro young Qua- 
ker girl, when sho chanced to attend a se- 
ries of lectures on physiology, anatomy 
and hygiene delivered by a woman physi- 
cian. It was the first timo, her attention^ 
had been direoted to theao subjects, and 
she became intensely interested. She felt 
an irresistible impulse to study medicine. 


Her mother, who was a woman of rare 
Intelligence and who was noted in tho 
js 
quiet community for her skiU in nursing 
as well ^s for her beneficent, kmdly^na- 
turo and clear judgment, was at first hor- 
rifled^afe the thought of her daughter's be- 
coming a physician, but finally consented, 
saying: 


" I have watched thee, 
and see 


that thy heart is in this work. ; I can no 
longer tell thee to stay." 


With this approval she went to Boston: 
in 1869, where she studied for two years 
under the direction of - Dr. Lucy SewalL 
Then she entered the medical department 
at Ann Arbor, arranging for herself a 
three years' course instead of two. At the 
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beginning of her second year sho was 
asked to serve as assistant demonstrator of 
anatomy, which postponed her graduation 
until 1875. She then went to Pooghkeep- 
sie, and upon the opening of the Massa- ; 
chusetts reformatory prison foir w(Hi}ttn, in 
1877, she was called to take the potion 
of resident physician. There she fitted up- 
and successfully conducted a hospital ot^^ 
90 beds, with a nursery addition in whlob 
were 60 beds. 
. 


In 1879 sho went to London and later to 
Paris, where she pursued the. study of: 
special subjects. 
Upon her T^urn to this 
country Governor Long iiidoced her to 
take the position of superintendent of the 
Massachusetts reformatory prison for wo- 
men, which she did with relfl^^co- She 
reorganized the prison and became so in- 
terested in the wotk fhat she stayed there 
for three years. In 1881 she established- 
herself in Brooklyn in partnership with 
Dr. Lucy Hall-Brown, serving alternately 
with her as professor of physiology and 
resident physician to Vaasar college until 
her large and increasing practice in.Biook- 
lyn demanded her whole attention.% 


Since then she has been a yer^-bnsisr 
woman. In addition to her prirate p 
tice, she has been physician to the Way«.^ 
home and Young Women's ChristitoaaaGu- , ,^ 
elation, she has conducted seviwl courseaVJ^ 
of lectures before various socilM^ and as^ 
sociations, and she has every now and 
then publislied some valuable paper or es- 
say on medical subjects. 
Most of her 
work for charitable societies has been done 
without any remuneration, although she 
could have had all the work possible for 
her to do and secured large fees for doing 
it. 
When asked once about the chances 
which a woman doctor has of. making 
money in her profession. Dr. Mo^er said: 


"It may seem strange, but it ^ a fact 
that all through my preparatory course 
the thought of it as a means of making 
money never once occurred to me. 
There 
was no special need of my earning. 
It 
was pure love for the work that drove me 
on, a lovo born in me, part of my very na- 
ture and growing with my growth."

She works from early 
in tho morning until nearly midnight ev- 
ery day, for her life is crowded full of ob- 
jects and ambitions, the latter of an un-- 
selfish nature. 
When she takes up her 
work at Ann Arbor, she will deliver lec- 
tures to 600 of the 3,000 students, treating 
the subject of hygiene in a wide manner 
and illustrating her lectures with labora- 
tory experiments. 
She will also have 
charge of tho gymnasium work of the uni- 
versity women and will superintend the 
erection and fitting up of the nevfr 150,000 
gymnasium which is t^ bo constructed for 
tho exclusive use of tho women students. 


While Dr. Mosher is the first woman 
professor to bo called to Ann Arbor she is 
not tho only one in the country in such a 
position. 
Mrs. Alice Freeman Palmer 
once hold tho position of dean at the Chi- 
cago university, but resigned her place' 
about a year ago in order to accompany 
her husband on an extended foreign tour. 
Her chair was filled by Miss Marion Tal- 
bot, a Wellesley graduate. At the Woman's 
college at Bryn Mawr, Pa., Miss M. Carey 
Thomas is dean. Tho dean of tho Barnard 
College For Women is Miss Emily James 
Smith. 
A great-granddaughter of Benja- 
min Franklin also occupies a chair in an 
American college. 
She is Miss Agnes Ir- 
win, and sho is dean of Radcliffo college,. 
the women's annex to HaA-ard.

laco comes in Imtter, ivory and ccru as 
well as pure white. 
Tho oriental laces in 
line qualities aro much liked for tho thin, 
sheer lawns aud for millinery. 
Besides 
tiiese there is a lovely fancy in what they 
call batiste bandings in linen shade, and 
there aro several novelties in breton laco, 
with honiton lace applique effects. 
Grass 
linen edgings and bandings aro shown in 
great variety from 3 to 6 inches wide and 
any amount of detached pieces of lace to 
sew on to yokes, sleeves, etc., as trimming. 
Some of the fine cambric, swiss and nain- 
sook embroideries in openwork patterns 
are almost as fine as lace. 
Laco collars of 
every size and shape are in fashion, and 
so are fichus and jabots. Many of the new 
collars are shaped like those worn half a 
century ago, and they leave tho neck bare.

The grass linens continue in their popu- 
larity, and each week sees some new fancy

embroidered, plain and lace trimmed, we 
have 
had. 
Now comes another 
weave 
which is so silky to tho touch that ono can 
scarcely believe it but grassfiber. There are 
plaid grass linen, satin striped linen, which 
is very beautiful, and there are dozens of 
different effects wrought out of that one 
material. 
Tho coloring varies, too, and 
while tho most of it has the natural green 
there are others almost as white as bleached 
flax.

den swissea are pretty, and some of them 
are exquisite. 
Some are dotted and some 
figured. 
The ginghams surpass any ever 
seen before in point of fineness and color- 
ing. In wools I notice nun's veiling. It is 
a delicate and graceful stuff and is partic- 
ularly well adapted for summer gowns, as 
it sheds dust so well and is so pretty itself. 


Shirt waists are shown in sateen of Per- 
sian designs and percale in the same de- 
signs, as well as in silks of those pleasing 
patterns. Nicely made, with deep link but- 
ton cuffs aud collars all laundered, they 
sell at 98 cents, and they have neat little 
sets of buttons all in place besides. 
Fancy 
linens, taffetas and flowered and persian 
silks—also chocked, striped and plain black 
silks—are all used for shirt waists. Cham- 
bray in light solid color is very much liked 
for shirt waists—in fact, everything is used 
except velvet, for I have seen one of moire 
and several of rich silk. 


The black silk skirts will be very often 
seen this season. Grosgrain, taffeta, swivel, 
double warp Japanese habutai, rhadames, 
satin duchess and taffeta brocades, besides 
moire and peau do soie, are all to be used 
In making skirts, at least, when not the 
entire costume.

11. Tho topic is still "Tho 
Kingdom," 
for it may bo said to bo tho topic of tho 
Wholo Bible. 
Ho has passed through Jer- 
icho, healing three blind men and saving 
Zaccheus and is now on His way to Jeru- 
salem to die. 
They think, however, that 
tho kingdom is now about to come, and 
they had some grounds for thinking so, 
for John the Baptist, and tho twelve, and 
the seventy, and Jesus Himself had all 
preached that tho kingdom was at hand. 
Why, then, should it not immediately ap- 
pear? Why should Ho not, as son of David, 
do what tho prophets aud Gabriel had said 
Ho would do, sit on tho throne of IDavid 
and reign over the house of Jacob forever? 
(Isa. ix, 6. 7; Jer. iii, 17, 18; Luke i, 33, 
33.) 


13. Ho speaks of a nobleman going into 
a far country to receive a kingdom and to 
return. Well, the sous of Herod may have 
gone- away to Rome to receivo tho king- 
dom, which then included Jerusalem, but 
what had that to do with Jesus Christ, 
tho Son of David? Ho was then present. He 
had to the satisfaction of His followers 
proved Himself to bo the Son of David. 
Was Ho speaking of His going away and 
returning? 
Yes, even so, for tho nation 
that He came to be King over was about 
to kill Him, aud this would involve a post- 
ponement of tho kingdom till His return 
in power and glor^'. 
Now was His time 
to suffer and die, and tho heavens must 
receive Him until tho times of restoration 
of all things spoken by the prophets (Acts 
iii, 19, 21). 


13. "Occupy till I come." 
This is his 
message to his'servants, whom ho called, 
and to whom ho gave each a pound. 
This 
parable differs somewhat from that of the 
talents in Math, xxv, for there the talents 
are bestowed according to the ability of 
each, but the ground covered is virtually 
the same. Wo know that every true servant 
of Christ, every true believer, has received 
the Holy Spirit, has received salvation, 
and this not for Himself alone, but that 
He may therewith bless others and glorify 
His Lord. 
The boundaries of this ago in 
which we live, the time of tho postpone- 
ment of the kingdom, the time of the for- 
mation of His body, the church, are His go- 
ing away and His return. 


14. This describes tho attitude of the 
nation—that is, the rulers representing 
the nation—toward Him. It became fully 
manifest when they cried to Pilate, "We 
have no king but Csesar." 
It was fore- 
shadowed in tho hatred of Joseph's breth- 
ren, but as truly as thoy afterward saw 
Joseph on tho throne and bowed down to 
him, so shall those who crucified Christ 
yet s e e ^ i m exalted as King of the Jews, 
oven King of Kings and Lord of Lords. 
The attitude of the Jews here spoken of 
as His citizens is also tho attitude of the 
vast majority of those who have heard of 
Him. But, sadder still, it seems to bo the 
attitude of many who profess to be saved 
by Him. 
They are willing to let Him bo 
to them Jesus, their Saviour, but not will- 
ing to let Him be their Lord and Master. 


15. Ho Will return in duo time, and He 
will first reckon with His servants as to 
their faithfulness in His absence. 
The 
judgment seat of Christ, mentioned only 
In Rom. xiv, 10, I I Cor. v, 10, seems to be 
only for believers, those whose judgment 
for sin was forever settled in the sufferings 
of their substitute on Calvary. 
Thoy will 
appear before Him to receive their rewards 
for service and their places in His king- 
dom. 
See I Cor. iii, 11-15; Rev. xxii, 12; 
Luke xiv, 14; I I John viii. 
The first of 
these passages indicates the possibility of 
being saved and yet being unrewarded; 
the others incite to such service as shall be 
rewarded. 
That the saints shall share the 
kingdom with Him( is seen in Dan. vii, 
27; Ps. cxlix; John xvii, 23; I Cor. vi, 3. 


16. 17. Hero is a faithful servant, and 
his place in the kingdom will be to rulo 
over ten cities. 
Although ho had not a 
large sphere, he had been a good servant. 
He had walked uprightly before God and 
had lived unto Him. 
He had been a 
faithful servant and had sought to please 
His master, and not people. 
L : : 


18, 19. Here is another good servant who 
Is to rule over five cities, for the pound in 
his.hands had gained fivo pounds.. 
Per- 
haps ho had not such opportunities as tho 
first, but he had been faithful,-and the 
Lord finds no fault with him, but rewards 
him according to his labors. Observe that 
neithet of these servants takes any credit 
to himself. 
Thoy do. not say I gained 
ten pounds, or I gained five pounds, but 
they say to their Lord, " T h y pound hath 
gained ten pounds, or fivo pounds." 
Paul 
says, " I labored more abundantly than 
they all, yet not I, but tho grace of God 
which was with ine" ( I Cor. xv, 10), and 
again, " I t is God who worketh in you both 
to will and to do of His good pleasure' 
(Phil, ii, 13, and Heb. siii, 21). 


20, 21. Here is a wicked servant w: 
does not know his lord, for ho calls hi 
an austere man, a hard and unjust mas- 
ter. He had made no use of tho pound ' i- 
trusted to him. 
He had not lived for 
is 
master and for his master's benefit, 
;it 
for himself. 
He had never enjoyed ¡¡is 
Master's service, but rather felt it a be d- 
age to belong to him. 
How many there 
aro who talk just so! If not in words, tlieiy 
lives talk that way? Are they saved? GCKI 
only knows. 
The New Te.stamont says 
that Lot was a righteous man, but the Old 
Testament s+^ory would never lead us to 
think so. 
We are not to judge before the 
llmo until tho Lord come. 


23, 23. Ho should have had his Lord's 
return ever before him, and tho great fact 
of a time of reckoning, aud that would 
have made him a bettor servant. There is 
no more quickening, sanctifying, inspir- 
ing truth than that of the Lord's return 
and its possibility at any time. 
There is 
no more deadening thing than to say, " M y 
Lord delayoth His coming. 
He will not 
come in my day anyway." 


24-20. Thus 
this 
unfaithful 
servant 
loses his pound. 
The pound, thcroforo, 
could not mean salvation, for God docs not 
givo salvation and flieu tako 
it 
awuy 
(John X. 37, 38). 
A child of God by fai-th 
in ChrLfc Jesus can never cease to be h 
child of God, init a child of God may bo a 
selfish, disobedient child as to his .service, 
aud thus lose his rewards, l)ut ho himself 
saved, yet so as by fire (I Cor. iii, 15). 


37. Tlieso were openly His enemies all 
through, aud their doom is 
fixed. 
Tho 
Lord Jesus sJiall bo revealed from hr/ivcMi 
with His niighty angels in flamin.g lire, 
taking vongeanco on them that kj.tow i;ijt; 
God, and that obej' nut the gosi'^el <jr our 
Lord Jesus Ciirist, Who shall be, ][)unished 
with 
cveihisting 
destriierioix 
from 
tho 
presence of t^e Lord and from the glory of 
His power (x£ Tiiess. i, 7-9). 
These shall 
go away into everlasting puuislinuinc, but 
iho righteous into life eternal (Math xxv, 
to).

The strange Romance of Walborg Ndzki, Who 
Had the Blood of Hungarian Kings, Gypsy 
Queens and Norse Sailors 
In Her Veins. 


r s ^ S ^ T C D E X T S of human na- 


ture assure 
us—aud 
all 
must agree with 
them— 
that tho three controlling 
iufluencosin tho formation 
of ciiaractcr are heredity, 
environment aud edtication. 
Tho story of 
Walborg Ndzki's life goes to provo this 
belief. 


To the Anglo-Saxon ear tho name Wal- 
borg has rather a masculine sound, yet it 
is ono of tho most favored names for the 
gentler sex in Norway. 
This is how It 
came to bo given to ono of tho most beau- 
tiful Hungarian women of modern times. 


Early in the century Adolph Lasson, a 
young architect, left his native Christiania 
to seek his fortune 
at Budapest, 
where 
great public works were being undertaken. 
With the clear brain, strong frame and 
thoroughness of his race Adolph Lassen 
soon found a placo and prospered greatly. 
He became a great builder, a daring spec- 
ulator along productive lines and finally 
a very rich man. 


In the midst of Lassen's success there 
came to Budapest, ever famous for its 
beautiful and winsome women, a certain 
Mena Ndzki, the daughter of a morganatic 
marriage between Prince Louis Ndzki of 
Hungary and a young gypsy singer and 
dancer, whose grace, beauty and varied 
accomplishments made her admirers will- 
ing to die for her and to kill each other. 


This marriage, although irregular, was 
legal, and 
tho child 
took 
her father's 
name. 
It should be said to tho credit of 
tho Hungarian prince that he never took 
another wife. At the time of his marriage 
to tho beautiful gypsy songstress tho prince 
was rich, but ho was an intense patriot 
and chafed undor the i'orced Austrian al- 
liance. 
Ho was finally detected in a con- 
spiracy to overthrow Austria and free his 


ropo Walborg, tne ono object of all her ci<- 


f o r t s , was kept at the best schools. 
Sho 
grew up to bo a marvel of beauty. 


When Walborg Ndzki was 18, her mother 
died suddenly in Vienna, leaving her a 
fortune of nearly §200,000. 
The girl was 
wonderfully gifted in the languages and 
arts, but sho knew but little of the great 
world. 


Through all her life the nomad spirit of 
tho gypsy in her nature was ever demand- 
ing change, and tho inherited love for the 
stage amounted to a passion. 


Some 
time 
after her mother'^ death 
Walborg Ndzki visited the opera house in 
Vienna "with .some school friends. 
It was 
tho first time sho had been inside a theater, 
for her mother had boon careful to keep 
her away. 
Tho garish splendor of tho 
place, the brilliant uniforms of tho many 
officers present and tho rich dresses of the 
-women charmed hor, but when tho cur- 
tain rose, and the stage was fitted with 
¿racoful figures, and tho domo throbbed 
•with music, the emotional girl was fasci- 
nated. 


That night Walborg Ndzki left tho opera 
.house madly in love with the Italian tenor. 
L a Fluera, and in somo inexplicable way 
Lis eyes met hers in the audience, and ho 
;60ught her out tho next day. 
Tho end of 
this was a marriage before the end of the 
week. 
Under her mother's will Walborg 
was to have control of one-half the money 
when sho was 18 and the rest at the age 
vof 21. 
Under the Austrian law the hus- 
band camo into possession of tho wife's 
•estate, but so trusting aud ignorant %vas 
Walborg that she would have discounted 
•the futuro for her husband if sho could. 


Moan and mercenary La Fluera sooiv 
saw other sources of profit in-his beai^iful 
•wife. 
Her pSrson was perfect, and wmh a 
little stago training her voice could bo 
anado a diamond mine, 
Tho young wife, 
although her husband's treatment soon 
became cold and cruel, entered with such 
energy and enthusiasm on her studies that 
within a year sho achieved a grand success 
in o-nera at La Scal.i in Milmi

country. 
Kis 
estates 
were confiscated, 
and ho di^-d in a dungoon after praying in 
vain for years to bo tried. 


Adolph Lassen knew and became tho 
friend of the prince in tho prosperous days, 
and he was not tho man to forsake tho 
Hungarian when disaster came. 
Ho vis- 
ited liim in prison and iiromised to caro 
for his wife aud daughter after ho was 
gone. 
The gypsy wife did not long sur- 
vive her husband. 
Lassen had never seen 
thfj mother or daughter, and ho was about 
to. mako inquiries for tho latter, when 
Budapest 
glowed 
with 
tho 
announce- 
ment of a new lyric star of oxtremo youth 
and tinsurjjassed herauty. 


After some inquiri(!S and before he had 
seen her Adolph Lasson, nov? a rich bach- 
elor of 38, satisfied himself that tho new 
stai; over whom :iot only tho patriotic 
Hungarians, but tho Austrlans of IJuda- 
pe.st, wore raving, was tho daughter of tho 
robbed and murdered friend, Prince Ltuiis 
Ndzki. Ho heard tho girl sing, theniiought 
an interview, aud from that tlay on tho 
descendant of tho vikings became as ar- 
dent as if all his blood came from 
tropic 
sources. 


Mena Ndzki know of him well aud fa- 
vorably. 
Sho was 20 years younger than 
Lassen, but tho tall, blond giant v.'on her, 
and she loved him with ;>J1 1 he fervor of 
her ardent nature. Tiie two were luarried, 
and to tho great disgust of the gilded 
youth of 
Budapest Mena Ndzki lete tho 
stage. 


Mmo. Lassen hated Austria with an un- 
dying hate, aud she soon suceeeuetl iu hring- 
ing her husband to feel as she did. 
He al- 
ready believed in the Hungarian eat; se.

At length 
quiet plottinii becanie o[ten revolt

Lassen, who had been a soldier in

youtJ), jnovod liis ianiily witiiin the patri- 
ot lintis ;ind became head of the enuiiu/er 
corps. Ho was doelared an oulLiw aiul his 
pro})erty in aud about Budape,st was con- 
liscatetl l)y the Austrian r.utln>ritie.-,. 


Colonel Lassiui did not livi; to witn<;ss 
the overthrow of the 1 lungiiriaos ami the 
tightenuTg of tiie eliain.s. 
Jli; was killed 
in Olle of th(^ liaitles tliat ile.-aroyed Ihi; 
power of Ki).ssuih ajui %vitliered the ho])es 
of tho jjatriots. 


When tho end eanic, Z^ílne. I.assen ¡iiid 
her little 'lau^liUT were praelici dly frieiid- 
less and aettially ]<fnni!e.ss, ami .she'! would 
have sUiTered liad not her mot tier's kins- 
men, the j^yji.-^ies, eonie t(j lu-r us.--istaiu:e. 
She was still young, beautiful i.nd gifted, 
and it VR'as decided that she sho t:ld return 


to tho stage, resuming the nam c Ndzki for 
pun^lj- business reasons. 


SInie. Ndzici nt-i'titercd th(! j;r of.ission in 
tho eiry where slu' )iad It'ft' olT, and if her 
reception was not so ardent as on her first 
apjKiaranco it lirought Ilio ono thing for 
which sho was now striving—31 loney. 


Vt'hilo the mother vx'as winj:.ing hearts 
and ducats in tho princinal ciities of Eu- 


A-lterward tluo' wont to Rome,- whero a 
yoTing nobleman, an attache of the Aus- 
trum legation, bocamo so attentive to tho 
fair singer as to attract the attention of 
an indifferent public and to rouso 
tho 
jealousy of La Fluera, whom Walborg had 
oomo to hate. 


It is said a duel was fought down tho 
Tiber, but bo that r^s it may La Fluera 
was found there dead and with a purple 
spot above his heart. 
Soon after this tho 
young Austrian, Graf von Lederer, was 
recalled 
to 
Vienna, 
whither 
Walborg 
Ndzki—this was her nom do theatre—fol- 
lowed. 


Two months afterward tho count and 
Walliorg were married and tho best socifty 
of tho Austrian capital ¡¡rofossetl to bo very 
much shocked at the young man's reck- 
lessness and the audacity of what they 
called "tho young adventuress." 


That the count loved his wife is pretty 
certain, but tliero is not a doubt as to his 
weakness. 
After six months he permitted 
his friends to secure a divorce for him. 
Ho was never married again, and was 
killed a few years after at tho battle of 
Sadowa. 


But a stilliirt'atcr change was about to 
conio 1() tho life of Walborg Ndzki. 
It 
seems that when sho was singing at Milan 
tho Grand Duchess Charlotte, wife of Max- 
imilian, brother of tho Austrian emperor, 
heard her and became charmed with her 
grace and beauty. Aud now tho attention 
of tho grand duchess was called to her 
«gain 
by her 
divorce 
from 
Graf von 
Lederer. 


Taking advantage of tho civil war in the 
Uniteti States, tho French emperor had in- 
vaded Mexico and had otYeriHl Maximiliau 
tho Ihrone of tho Montezumas. 
Urged on 
by his brilliant and ambitious wife, Maxi- 
jnilian con.sented to become emperor of 
JSiexieo, and at onco a court was organized 
in Vienna and began its dress rehearsals. 


The embryo liinpre.ss .sought out Walborg 
Ndzki and offered her a plaee in her suit, 
and, disgusted vrith the old world and 
•eager for change, the young woman gladly 
.accepteil tiie royal oll'iT. 
Like one to tho 
jnanner born Walborg fell into ti'.e ways of 
royalty, and there was good reason for it. 
JIad she not tiie blood of Hungarian jirinces 
iuul gypsy queens, not to mention the brave 
•currents of the vikings, in her veins? 


Long before the royal party reached the 
'City of ^Mexico 2\lajor Gi'rard, who repre- 
eenti d Njjpoleon 
III 
on 
Maxnnuiau ¡4 
stall' and who had a wife in France, fell 
desjierately in lo< n with the beautiful at- 
tendant of the empress. 
Sueh occurrences 
aro ijot unusual in sueh .•joeicty. It is very 
certain, tiiiiu;,'h, that Vi'aiiiorg did not en- 
coura.Lie ^Mi.j'ir (ierard. 
Tiie French secre- 
tary of the eiiip(>ror, Cajitain Maurel, had 
already inti resti-d hor affections. 


A duel arising from this was arranged 
l)Ctv.-ec.n the two French admirers of Wal- 
borg Xdzki. init before it could he fought 
the major was killed in a light with (iua- 
rez at Purhla. 
A monlli after the corona- 
tion of Jlaxiiuilian Captain :Maurel and 
Walborg were married, tho emiieror and 
empress being present. 


In Ihtio a young Mexican colonel named 
Manuel Navarro, who was a native of 
Guatemala, but had oledced his fortune 


and svv-ord for tiio treedom of Mexico, was 
woundeil and captured under conditions 
that led to his being tried and condemned 
to death r.s a spy. 
Navarro, strikingly 
bravo and handsome, won the sympathy 
of Walfjorg, who was a republican 
at 
heart. She succeeded in bribing the guard, 
and the result was tho escape of tho yiuing 
cohinel to his friends. Muriel was suspect- 
ed of aiding in tlio escape. 
His wife told 
tho truth, Imt this was taken as an evi- 
dence of wifely fidelity. He was sent back 
to Franco in disgrace, where 
ho died 
shortly after. 


Late in 1806 Walborg Ndzki, who had 
been to visit her royal mistress, then stop- 
ping at Qneretaro, was returning in a car- 
riage to the capital, was captured by a 
band of Mexican horsemen and carried r.s 
a'hostage to the camp of tho jiatriot gen- 
eral, Porforio Diaz, in Tamaulipas. 
She 
was kindly cared for and sent to Chihua- 
hua, whero tl;o sisters gave her a homo 
and sho soon won all hearts. 
As no effort 
was made to release her, sho taught school 
till May, 18f>7, when tho emperor was 
captured and shot. 


Loft to herself, sho accepted the offer of 
marriage m:ulo her by a rich Mexicanized 
American 
iiamod 
Head, 
or 
Cabesa. 
Death ended this alliance in six months. 
Walborg now decided to return to tho land 
of hor birth, aud with this purpose in 
mind sho mado her way back to Mexico, 
whero the republic had succeeded tho em- 
pire. She there met young Navarro, whoso 
life sho had saved. 
As a result of this 
meeting Walborg Ndzki went to Guate- 
mala as tho wife of Colonel Navarro. 


For ten years her life was liappy and 
son and daughter were born to her. 
1 
1878 hor husbaud, then a governor of ono 
of tho provinces, was assassinated by rev- 
olutionists. Walborg Ndzki gathered what 
money she could aud with hor children 
went to Budapest, whore sho was livin 
honored and much beloved in lSi)3.

Recent murder mysteries servo to recall 
that/of Princess Caravolla, a singularly 
lovely woman who met with a violent 
death at Naples 
The princess had been 
entertaining a party of friends at dinner 
at the Caravella palace, and as sho had 
promised to attend a ball toward mid- 
night she went to her bedroom to lie down 
for a few minutes' rest to refresh herself 
for the dance.

At length the prince wtis arrested on a 
charge of having mnrdered his wife with 
the little pi.stol whieh lay by her side on 
tiho table and otio idiamber of wtilch was 
empty 'lolor beinii lent t,o the 'lecusation 
by tb»* tact that hi; was notoriously jealous 


His '.rial resulteU in iicfiuittal

testimony widen was pnjdueed in '¡ourt by 
one of the police ottlcials. Tl.o story ho re- 
lated was this; 


A couple of'lays after th» mnrrler, on

TALMAGE'S SEEMON. 


Patriotic Discourse to the Na- 
tional Legislators. . 


A Plea for Kecosnltlon of God in tho 
Coustitutlon—I'rotest Against tho 
Ai^propriation of Money for 
Sectarian Schools. 


Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage took for the 
fcubject of a sermon before his Wash- 
ington congregation: 
"Before They 
Adjourn," having reference to the early 
dispersal of congress, 
llis text was: 


And teach his senators wisdom.—Psalms or., 
12. 


Senators in this text stand for law- 
makers. 
Joseph was the lord 
treas- 
xir& of the Egyptian government, and 
6mong other great things which he 
did, according to my text, was to 
teach his senators wisdom; and if any 
man on earth ought to be endowed 
with wisdom it is senators, whether 
they stand in congress, parliaments, or 
reichstag, or legislatures. By their 
decisions 
nations go up or down. 
Law-makers are sometimes so tempted 
hy 
prejudices, by sectional prefer- 
ences, by opportunity of personal ad- 
vancement, and sometimes what is 
best to do is so doubtful that 
thev 
ought to be prayed for and encour- 
aged in every possible way, instead of 
severely criticised and blamed and ex- 
coriated, as is much 
of 
time the 
case. Our public men are so often 
the 
target to be sl^ot at, merely 
because they obtain éminence which 
other men wanted but could not reach, 
that more injustices are hurled at our 
national legislature than the people 
of the United States can possibly im- 
agine. 
The wholesale belying of our 
public men is simply damnable. By 
residence in Washington I have come 
to find out that many of our public 
men are persistently misrepresented, 
and some of the best of them, the pur- 
est in their lives and most faithful in 
the discharge of their duties, ai-e the 
•worst defamed. 
Some day I want to 
preach a sermon from the text in II. 
Peter: 
"They are not afraid to speak 
evil of dignities. 
Whereas 
angels, 
Tvhich are greater 
in power and 
might, 
bring not 
railing 
accusa- 
tion 
against 
them 
before 
the 
Lord. But these, as natural 
brute 
Ijeasts, made to be taken and de- 
stroyed, speak evil of the things that 
they understand not.' So constant 
and malignant is the work of depreci- 
ation and scandalization in regard to 
our public men that all over the land 
there are those who suppose that the 
city of Washington is the center of all 
corruption, while, what with its parks, 
and its equestrian statuary, and its 
wide 
streets, and its architectural 
eymmetries, and its lovely homes, it is 
not only the most beautiful city under 
the sun. but has the highest style of 
citizenship. 
I have seen but one in- 
toxicated man in the more than six 
months of my residence, and I do not 
think any man can grive similar testi- 
mony to any other city on the Ameri- 
can continent. 


The gavéls of our two houses of na- 
tional legislature will soon fall, and 
adjournment of txvo bodies of men as 
talented, 
as 
upright, 
and 
as 
patriotic as ever gi'aced the capí- 
tol wül take 
place. 
The two or 
three unfortunata 
outbreaks 
which 
you have nojticed only make more con- 
spicuous the dignity, the fi-aternity, 
t h e eloquence, the fídelitj- which have 
characterized these two bodies during 
the long months of important and 
anxious deliberation. 
We put a halo 
around great men of the past because 
they %vere so rare in their time. Our 
senate and house of repi-esentatives 
have five such men where once they 
had one. But it will not be until after 
they are dead that they will gat appre- 
ciated. The world finds it safer to 
praise the dead than the living, because 
•the departed, having a heavy pile of 
ymarble above them, may not rise to 
become rivals. 
But before the gavels 
of adjournment drop and the doors of 
Capitol Hill shut, there are one or two 
things that ought to be done, and let 
OS pray to God that they may be ac- 
complished. 
More forcibly than ever 
before, congress has been implored to 
acknowledge God in our constitution. 
The Methodist church, a church which 
is always doing glorious things, has, 
in its recent Wilmington conference, 
requested our- congress to amend the 
immortal document, which has been 
the foundation and wall and dome of 
our United States government, by in- 
serting the words: 
"Trusting in Al- 
mighty God." If that amendment is 
made, it will not only please all the 
good people of the country, but will 
please the heavéns. 
It was only an 
oversight or a mental accident 
that 
the fathers who made the constitution 
did not insert a divinely worshipful 
sentence. 
They all, so far as they 
amounted to anything, believed in 
*'God, the Father Almighty, the Maker 
of Heaven and earth, and in Jesus 
Christ, His only begotten Son." The 
constitution would have been a fail- 
ure had it not been for the Divine in- 
terference. The members of the con- 
vention could agree on nothing until, 
in response to Benjamin Franklin's 
request that the meeting be opened by 
prayer, the Lord was called on to in- 
terfere and help, and then the way 
was cleared, and all the states signed 
the document; a historical fact that 
all the rat-terriers of modern infidelity 
can not bark out of existence! 


I know that there was an exception 
to the fact that the prominent men of 
tliose times were good men. Tom 
Paine, a libertine and a sot, did not 
believe in anything good until he was 
dying, 
and then 
he shi-ieked out 
for God's mercy. 
And Ethan Allen, 
from one of whose descendants I have 
rei;eived within a few days a confirma- 
tion of the incident I mentioned in a 
recent sermon, as saying- to his dying 
daughter that she had better take her 
mother's Qhristian religion than his 
own infidelity, The article sent me 
says: "The story has been denied by 
some of the i\.IIen fa^nily, but the 
Bronson family, some of whom were 
with the dying girl, affirm that it is 
substantially true. 
In such a manner 
one confirmation is worth more 
than 
many denials." So saj-s the article 
sent me. 
There is no doubt 
that 
Ethan Allen was the vulgarist sort of 
a n infidel, for, sitting in a Presbyte- 
rian church, his admirers say he struck 
the pew in front of him and swoi*e out 
louil, so as to disturb the meeting, and 
no gentleman would do that. 
I d o not 
wonder that some of his descendants 
are ashamed of hiiu; but of course 
they could not help it, and are not to 
blame. But all the decent men of the 
revolution believed in God, and our 
American congress, now assembled, 
will only echo the sentiments of the 
fathers when they enthrone the name 
of God in the constitution. 
We have 
now more reason for. inserting that 
acknowledgment of Divinity than our 
fathers had. 
Since then the continent 
has been peopled, and great cities from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific built, and 
and all in peace, showing that 
tliere 
must have been supernal supervisal. 
Since then the war of 1812, and ours 
the 
victory! Since 
then 
the great 
financial 
prostrations, out of which 
we 
came 
to- greater 
prosperity 
than anything that preceded. 
Since 
then sanguii;ary 
3 862, 18(^3. 1864 and 
ISGf), and notwitlistanding the fact 
that ail the foreign despotism were 


planning for our demolition, we are a 
united people, and to-morrow you will 
find 
in both houses of congress the 
men who fought for the north and the 
south, now sitting side by side, arn\ed 
with no weapon except the pen, witli 
which they write home to their con- 
stituents who want to be appointed 
postmasters. 


The man who can not see God in our 
American history is as blind of soul as 
he would be blind of body if he could 
not at 12 o'clock of an unclouded noon 
see the sun in the heavens. 
As a mat- 
ter of gratitude to Almighty God, gen- 
tlemen of the American congress, be 
pleased to insert tlie four words sug- 
gested by tho Methodist conference! 
Not only because of the 
kindness 
of God 
to 
this 
nation 
in the 
past 
should 
such 
a 
revei'ential 
insertion 
be 
made, 
but because 
of the fact that we are going to 
want Divine interpositio/i still further 
in our national history. 
This gold 
and silver question %vill never be set- 
tled until God settles it. This ques- 
tion of tariff and free trade will never 
be settled until God settles it. The 
question between tlie east and the 
west, which is getting hotter and hot- 
ter, and looks toward a republic of 
the Pacific, will not be settled 
until 
God settles it. We needed God in the 
130 years of our past national life, 
and we will 
need Him still 
more 
in the next 120 j'ears. 
Lift up your 
heads, ye everlasting gates of our glo- 
rious constitution, and let tiie King of 
Glory come in! Make one line of tliat 
immortal document radiant with Om- 
nipotence! Spell at least one word with 
Thrones! At the beginning, or at the 
close, or in the center,.recognize Him 
from whom as a nation we have re- 
ceived all the blessing of the past and 
upon whom we are dependent for the 
future. 
Print that 
word' "God," or 
"Lord," 
or 
"Eternal 
Father," or 
"Ruler of Nations," somewhere be- 
tween 
the 
first 
word 
and the 
last. 
The great 
expoundei' of the 
constitution 
sleeps 
at 
Marshfield, 
Mass., the Atlantic ocean still hum- 
ming near his pillow of dust its pro- 
longed lullaby; but is there not some 
one now liiSng, who, in the white mar- 
ble palace of the nation on yonder hill 
not ten minutes away, will become the 
irradiator of the constitution by caus- 
ing to be added the most tremendous 
word of our English vocabulary, the 
name of that Being before whom all 
nations must bow or go into defeat 
and annihiliation—"God?" 


Again before the approaching ad- 
journment of our American congress, 
it ought to be decidedly and forever 
settled that no appropriation be made 
to sectarian schools, and that the 
courtship between church and state 
in this country be forever broken up. 
That question already seems tempo- 
rarily settled. 
All schools and all in- 
stitutions, as well as all denomina- 
tions 
should 
stand 
on the 
same 
level 
before 
American law. Em- 
peror 
Alexander of Russia, at his 
Peterhof palace, asked me how many 
denominations of religion there were 
in America, and I recited their names 
as well as I could. 
Then he asked me 
the difference between them, and there 
I broke down. 
But when I tpld him 
tltat no religious 
denomination in 
America had any privileges 
above 
the others, he could, hardly 
under- 
stand it. 
The Greek, church 
first 
in 
Russia. 
The 
Lutheran 
church 
first 
in 
Germany. 
The 
Episcopal 
church 
first 
in 
England. 
The 
Catholic church first in Rome. Moham- 
medanism first in Constantinople. The 
emperor wondered how it was possible 
that all the deiiominations in America 
could stand on the same platform. But 
so it is, and so let it ever be. Let there 
be no preference, no partiality, no at- 
tempt to help one sect an inch higher 
than another. Washington and Jeffer- 
son. and all the early presidents and all 
the great statesmen of the past, have 
lifted their voice against any such tend- 
ency. If a school or an institution can 
not stand without the prop of a national 
appropriations, then let that school or 
that institution go down. On the oth- 
er side of the sea the world has had 
plenty of illustrations of church and 
state united. 
Let us have none of the 
hypocrisy and demoralization born of 
that relation on this side of tlve At- 
lantic; 
Let that denomination come 
out ahead that does the most for the 
cause of God and humanity. 
Men, in- 
stitutions and religions getting what 
they achieve by their own right are 
of usefulness, and not by the favorit- 
ism of government. 
As you regard 
the welfare and perpetuity of our in- 
stitutions, keep politics out of reli- 
gion. 


But now, that I am speakini»- of na- 
tional affairs from a religious 
stand- 
point, I bethink myself of the fact 
that two other gavels will soon lift 
and fall, the one at St. Louis and the 
other at Chicago, and before thosa na- 
tional conventions adjourn, I ask that 
they acknowledge God in the plat- 
forms. 
The men who construct tliose 
platform are here this xnorning, or 
will read these words. 
Let no polit- 
ical party think it can do its duty un- 
less it acknowledges 
that God who 
built this continent, and revealed it 
at the right time to the discoverer, 
and who has reared here a prosperity 
which has been given to no other peo- 
ple. 
"Oh!" says some one, "there are 
people in this country who do not be- 
lieve in a God, and it would be an in- 
sult to them. 
"Well there are people 
in this country who do not believe in 
common decency, or common honesty, 
or any kind of government, preferring 
anarchy. 
Your very platform is an in- 
sult to them. 
You ought not to re- 
gard a man who does not believe in 
God any more than you should regard 
a 
man who refuses 
to 
believe 
in common decency. 
Your pocket- 
book is not safe a moment in the pres- 
ence of an atheist. God is the onlj' 
source of good government. 
Why 
not, then, say so, and let the chairman 
of the committee on resolutions in 
your national conventions take a pen 
full of ink and with bold hand head 
the 
document with one significant 
"Whereas," acknowledging the good- 
ness of God in the past, and begging 
His kindness and protection for the 
future. 
Why, my friends this country 
belongs to God, and we ought in every 
possible 
way to 
acknowledge it- 
From the moment tiiat, on an October 
morning 
in 1492, Columbus looked 
over the side of the ship and saw the 
carved staff which made him think he 
was near an inhabited country, and 
saw also a thorn and a cluster of ber- 
ries (type of our history qver since, 
the piercing sorrows and cluster of na- 
tional joys), until this liour our coun- 
try' has been bounded on the north, 
south, east and west b3r the goodness 
of God. The Huguenots took posses- 
sion of the Carolinas, in the name of 
God. 
William Penn settled Philadel- 
phia in the name of God. The Hol- 
landers took possession of New York 
in the name of God. The Pilgrim 
Fathers settled in New England, in 
th-e name of God. 
Preceding the first 
gun of Bunker llill, at the voice of 
prayer all heads uncovered. 
In the 
war of 1812, an officer came to Gen. 
Andrew Jackson and said: 
"There is 
an unusual noise in the camp; it ought 
to be stopped." 
Gen. Jackson 
said, 
"What is the noise?"' The officiu- said, 
"It is the voice of orayer and pi-aise." 
Then 
the 
general 
said, 
"(iod 
forbi'.V 
that 
prayer 
and 
praise 
should 
be an 
an usual 
noise 
in 
the encampment. 
You had l;Letter go 


and join them." 
Prayer at Valley 
Forge. 
Prayer at Monmouth. 
Prayer 
at Atlanta. Prayer at South Mountain. 
Prayer 
at Gettysburg. 
"Oh!" says 
some infidel, "the northern 
people 
prayed on one side and the southern 
people prayed on the other side, and 
so it did not amount to anything." 
And I have 
heard good 
Christian 
people 
confounded 
with 
the in- 
fidel 
statement, 
when 
it 
is as 
plain to me as my right hand. Yes; 
the northern people pra^-ed in one way, 
and the southern people prayed in an- 
other way, and God answered in His 
own way, giving to the north the re- 
establishment of the government, and 
giving to the south larger ojiportuni- 
ties, larger than she had ever antici- 
pated, tlie harnessing of her rivers in 
great 
manufacturing interests, un- 
til 
the 
Mobile 
and the 
Talla- 
poosa and tho 
Chattahoochee are 
southern 
Merrimacs, 
and 
the 
unrolling of great southern mines of 
coal and iron, of which the world knew 
nothing, and opening before her op- 
portunities of wealth which will give 
09 per cent, more of affluence than she 
ever possessed; and instead of the 
black hands of American slaves, there, 
are the more industrious black hands 
of the coal and iron mines of the south, 
which are achieving for her fabulous 
and unimagined wealth. 


And there are domes of white blossoms where 


spread the white tents, 
And there are plows In the tracks where the 


•wagons went. 
And there are songs where they lifted up Ba- 
chael's lament. 


I take a step further and say that be- 
fore the gavels of our senate and house 
of representatives and our political 
conventions pound adjournment there 
ought to be passed a law or adopted a 
plank of intelligent helpfulness for the 
great foreign populations which are 
coming among us. It is too late now 
to discuss whether we had better let 
them come. 
They are here. 
Thej"^ 
are 
coming 
this 
moment 
through 
the 
narrows. 
They are 
this mo- 
ment 
taking 
the 
first 
full in- 
halation of the free air of Amer- 
ica. And they will continue to come 
as long as this counti-y is the best place 
to live in. You might as well pass a 
law prohibiting summer bees 
from 
alighting on a field of blossoming buck- 
wheat; you might as well prohibit the 
stags of the mountain from coming 
down to the deer-licks, as to prohibit 
the hunger-bitten nations of Europe 
from coming to this land of b r e a d l a s to 
prohibit the people of England, Ireland, 
Scotland, Italy, Norway, Sweden and 
Germany working themselve to death 
on small wages on the other side of 
the sea, from coming to this land 
where there are the largest compen- 
sations under the sun. 
Why did God 
spread out the prairies of the Dakotas 
and roll the precious ores into Colora- 
do? It was that all the earth might 
come and plow, 
and 
come 
and 
dig. 
Just 
as 
long 
as 
the 
centrifugal 
force 
of 
foreign 
despotisms throw them 
off, just so 
long will the cintripetal force of Amer- 
ican institutions draw them here. And 
that is what is going to make this the 
mightest nation on the earth, inter- 
marriage of nationalities! Not circle 
intermarrying circle, and nation inter- 
marrying nation. 
But it is going to be 
Italian and Norwegian, 
Russia and 
Celt, Scotch 
and French, 
English 
and American. 
The American 
of a 
hundred years from now is to be dif- 
ferent from the American of to-day. 
German brain, Irish wit, Fi-ench civil- 
ity. Stotch 
firmness, 
English loyalty, 
Italian aasthetics packed into one man, 
and he an American! I t is this inter- 
marriage of nationalities that is going 
to make the American 
nation, the 
greatest nation of the age. 


But what are we doing for the moral 
and intellectual culture of the 500,000 
foreigners who came in one year, and 
the 600,000 who came in another year, 
and the 800,000 who came in another 
year, and the 1,000,000 who are coming 
into 
our various 
American 
ports? 
What are doing for them? 
Well, we 
are doing a great deal for them. We 
steal their baggage as soon as they get 
here. 
We send them up to a boarding 
house where the least they lose is their 
money. 
We swindle them within ten 
fninutes after they get ashore. We are 
doing a great deal for them. But what 
are we doing to introduce them into 
the duties of good citizenship? 
Many 
'of them never saw a ballot-box. Many 
of them never heard of the constitu- 
tion of the United States. 
Many of 
them have no acquaintance with our 
laws. 
Now, I say, let the government 
of the United States, so command- 
ed 
by 
one 
political 
party 
or 
both political parties,'to 
give every 
immigrant who lands here a volume, 
in good t5'^pe and well 
bound for 
long usage—a volume containing the 
Declaration of Independence, the con- 
stitution of the United States and a 
chapter on the spirit of our govern- 
ment. Let there be such a book on the 
shelf of every free librarjr in America. 
While the American 
Bible 
society 
puts into the right hand of ever3'^ im- 
migrant a copy of the Holy Scriptures, 
let the government of the United 
States, commanded by some political 
party, put into the left hand of every 
immigrant a volume instructing him 
into the duties of good citizenship. 
There are thousands of foreigners in 
this land who need to learn that tho 
ballot-box is not a foot-stool, but a 
throne—not something to put your 
foot on, but something to bow before. 


There are three great reasons why 
you and I should do out best for this 
country—three great reasons; 
Our 
fathers' graves, our cradle, our chil- 
dren's birthright. 
When I say your 
fathers' graves, your pulses run quick- 
ly. 
Whether they sleep in city ceme- 
tery or country graveyard, their dust 
is very precious to j'ou. 
I think 
they 
lived 
well 
and 
that 
they 
died 
right. 
Never 
submit 
to 
have 
any government 
over 
their 
tombs other than 
that 
government 
under which fchey lived and died. And 
then this country is our cradle. It 
may have rocked us very roiighly, but 
it was a good cradle to be rocked in. 
Oh, how much we owe to it! 
Our boy- 
hood and girlhood, it was spent in this 
blessed counti-y. I never have any 
patience with a man who talks against 
this 
country. 
Glorious place to be 
born in, and a glorious place to live in. 
It has been our cradle. Aye! it is to be 
our children's birthright. 
You and I 
will soon be through. 
We will, per- 
haps, see a few more spring blossoms, 
and we will, perhaps, see a few mere 
summer harve.sts, and we will, perhaps, 
gather a few more autumnal fruits; 
but we are to hand 
this government 
to our children as it was handed 
to us—a free land, a happy land, a 
Christian land. 
They are not to be 
trampled by despotism. 
They ai-e not 
to be lacerated by cruelties. 
Thej' are 
not to be frightened bj- anarchies. We 
must hand this governnieiit to them 
over the ballot-box, over the tichool 
desk, over the church altar, as we have 
received it, and charge them solemnly 
to put their life between it and any 
keen stroke tiiat would destro\- it. 


Go home to-day in high hopes of tlie 
future. The Eternal God is on the | 
sirle of this nation. 
Our brightest 
days are yet to come.

Bctentiflc 
Analysis 
of 
the 
Conditious 
Which Precede Inebriety. 


Inflammations, now recognized as pro- 
ceeding from some specific causes, are 
in many cases followed by degenera- 
tions that naturally lead to impulsive 
demands for relief, which spirits or 
other narcotics 
temporarily 
supply. 
Degenerations from toxemias, and poi- 
sons formed both in and without the 
body, fall most .heavily on the nerve 
centers, creating the same demand for 
relief. Alcohol, while bringing t^em- 
porary relief, rapidly increases these 
very conditions by adding new toxines, 
alicl new and stronger impulses for help. 
The brain centers become more debili- 
tated and incapable of recognizing the 
danger, and the degree of actual poison- 
ing becomes more and more intense. 


In many cases there is inherited a 
feeble power of resistance, and inabil- 


I ity to react and recover from the strains 
day. When they have had supper, they of injurious agents from without or 
cither go to bed or turn out on the 
street, and unless there is a congenial

They take a«ay the desire for it, and 
the substitutes for the saloon are not, 
therefore, any great 
and ori.qfinal 
changes, but chiefly the mending of 
V. hat is wrong in tlie daily social life of 
the people. T^Ieet the instincts that lead 
men to the saloon in some other sensi- 
ble and honest wa,y, and the substitute 
is revealed. It was found that when we 
go down to the plain facts of life, it is 
+he changing of bad conditions in the 
lives of the pe.oijle that chiefly leads 
to the correction of what is wrong. 


The problem is thus shown to be so- 
ciological with regard to a large and in- 
creasing class of the population. It is 
the social side of the saloon 


Poisons generated in the body or the 
first intoxication from spirits leaves 
degrees of degeneration from which 
there is no recovery. In a certain num- 
ber of cases this defective organization 
shows a marked tendency to develop 
into certain forms of degeneration or 
disease processes. 
Inebriety, insanity 
and many of the allied neuroses are 
common. 
The tendency to either of 
these forms of disease may be seen in 
certain symptoms far in advance of its 
full development.—T. D, Crothers.

In some quarters a plea is made for 
the use of wines, as tending to tem- 
perance by displacing stronger drinks, 
the wine-drinking countries of Eui'ope 
have been cited as the standing proof 
of the greater sobriety of the people 
using such mild stimulants. But the 
fact is that the wine-drinking coun- 
tries are rapidly sinking into gross in- 
temperance. 
Americans who have vis-, 
ited France and Italy at intervals of 
a few years tell us that the deteriora- 
tion is painfully manifest. 
Concern- 
ing France we find the following state- 
m^at: 
"In the year 1870 there was one 
drinjiiiig place ñi the eounta-y for every 
113 citizens, and now there is one for 
f.-veiy 84, and in I'aris even one for every 
BO. In 1S30 ihe average consumption 
of strong drink per citizen was 1.12 
liters and now this has increased to 4.04: 
liters." The inci-ease of intemperance 
is creating alarm, and the government 
is beginning to investigate the subject. 
—United Presbyterian.

In the blood of the tobac- 
co-user, however, these crenated cor- 
puscles are often found to be present in 
the proportion of one to ten,.

THE LAW OF KINDNESS. 


It Is tlie E.xsict Opposite of tlie I^aw of 
Itetuliation. 


The derivation of the word kindness 
shows that it is in the sanctuary of 
home it must be first learned and prnc 
ticed. It is from the same root as kin 
and kindred—the feeling that ought to 
characterize our relations with our own 
family. 


It is to be feared that the rudeness 
with which iiome of us do not scruple 
to treat our nearest 
relations, ami 
would not dream of 
displaying to 
guests or friends, is a serious hindrance 
to the spii-it of kindness that should 
jirevail in our lionies. 


We express our opinions—unmasked 
—as to their faults and failings, w 
criticise their dress, their manner and 
tlieir affairs generally with a freedom 
which we bitterly resent when it is ap 
plied to ourselves. 
We take pleasure in 
impaling their 
weaknesses 
on our 
spears of ridicule and holding 
them 
up to observation. We jiermit our 
selves to speak impatiently, scornfully 
or fretfully to them, according to the 
mood that possesses us at the moment, 
while if they were indifferent acquaint 
ances we should take pains to present at 
least a smooth front for their inspec 
tion. 


We often love them a thousand times 
better than anyone else in the world 
We would gladly run into danger to 
save them from suffering, 
bear pe 
cuniary loss to insure their comfort 
and defend them from outside attack 
vvith our last breath. Y'et such is the 
extraordinary contradictoriness of hu 
man nature, we cannot persuade our 
selves to treat them always with ordi 
nary politeness. If we could we should 
bind them to us with a warmer affec 
tion than we can ever hope to gain 
while we persist in planting unkind 
thrusts, which our intimate knowledge 
of their infirmities permits us to deliver 
with a cruel directness no enemy could 
attain to, however skillful he might be 


The law of kindness is the exact op 
posite of the fierce lex talionis, the law 
of retaliation and retribution, which is 
most congenial to our 
unregenerate 
nature. I t is not for nothing that we 
find the exhortation runs: "Be kind 
one to another, tender-hearted, forgiv 
ing one another." 
True kindness of 
heart does not harbor the wish to in 
jure others, it forgiveis almost of neces 
sity. 


We do not need a large store of this 
world's goods to be able to dispense 
kindneijs bountifully to our neighbors 
We have all felt with' 
Shakeispeare: 
" 'Tis a kind of good deed to say well; 
and yet words are no deeds." The 
expression of loving sympathy and in- 
terest in another's pleasure or sorrow 
the word of strengthening counsel or 
generous praise, even the glance of com- 
passion or comprehension may do more 
to cheer and help than a substantial 
gift. 
There are burdens which can be 
lightened by those intangible offerings 
that could not be lifted by the most 
costly present. 
Life brings us in con- 
tact with many sorrowful hearts. We 
who are no longer young know that the 
patience which is born of experience 
is meant to be shared with others who 
have not yet learned the lesson that 
grief brings to their elders. 


If the spirit of loving kindness reigns 
in our hearts \te will find many ways of 
manifesting it. They seem too trifling 
to enumerate; indeed, they are so small 
that each one must find them for her- 
self and watch for them or they will 
escape her. A few stitches taken for 
the busy mother whose hands are more 
than full Avith the care of children and 
household; fruit, 
flowers and vege- 
tables gatliered from our abundance 
and sent to those who cannot afford to 
buy them; the magazine or newspaper, 
which has ministered to our OAvn en- 
joyment, forwareded 
to the lonely 
country home or mission station, whei^ 
it will be a treat joyfully welcomed; the 
new book or treasured volume of poems 
taken to the invalid who finds the hours 
of convalescence intolerably long; the 
hour of reading to the blind, or of mu- 
sic to the cripple who otherwise cannot 
hear it; the drive for those who long for 
fresh air and change of scene, yet are 
not strong enough to seek it; the dainty 
prepared especially to tempt the ca- 
pricious appetite rendered fastidious 
by suffering—these seem such small 
contributions to the heap of happiness 
1 hat many of us who hold them in our 
hands forget to add them to it. Yet 
they are all of greater value than the 
cup of cold water whose bestowal wa« 
singled out for commendation. 


Our kindly ministrations 
must be 
mixed with tact or we'shall hurt more 
often than we help. "Favors must be 
gently offered, not cast at the recipient 
The doing of them must be considered 
as a privilege to ourselves, not as a bene- 
fit conferred upon another. We must 
be willing to help people in their own 
way, doing as they wish, not as we con- 
sider best, viewing the matter from 
their standpoint, and trying, as far as 
possible, to put ourselves in their place. 
Tact is a natural grace, but it can be 
cultivated to a certain extent. 
True 
kindness of heart teaches a delicacy 
of feeling that enables us to deal with 
others as we should wish to be dealt 
with ourselves. 


Ivindness may run into excess, like 
any other virtue, and become oflRcious- 
ness. This will not happen if it is kept 
in check by the invaluable common- 
sense which has been rightly defined as 
'sense about common things." 
iled- 
dlesome persons are as trj-ing as mos- 
quitoes, and as such must be kept at a 
distance. When our kind offices are re- 
jected we may suspect that we have 
been too pressing in our attentions, and 
look well to our doings to see where the 
fault lies. If we can honestly decide 
t h a t it is not on our side we must try 
lagaiii with more circumspection and 
greater care to avoid offense. 


\Ve all desire to be loved. The stern- 
est nature cannot altogether repress a 
longing for the reciprocal affection that 
makes the sweetness of life. The heart 
overflowing with kindness that mani-

detenmiied to dò - it herself. 
When the

plowing in the field, bare of head and 
fiietj along came IVancisila^land Pick- 
erell, a northern inan, "something of a 
sport, but of a good family. " He stop- 
ped to tàlk to Mary, and they fell in love 
at first sight. 
She left the plow in the 
furrow and eloped with him. 


After ^ a t t h ^ drifted to Denver, 
where t^ank was taken sick, and Mary

Every tiruo I

that next year she means to run for 
sti'oet commissioner. 


"While somewhat positive in her state- 
ments aud not always refined in her 
choice of woi-ds. Mrs. Pickerell is a good 
Christian. 
STie is a inomber of the Pil- 
gi-ims' Faith association, which holds 
meetings in a tent locatod in a vacant lot. 


A Sunday or so £igo the preacher was 
telling his ccngregatiou about the tem- 
ple of Solomon and compared his hear- 
ers to tlie stones whieli were being 
shaped by the Lord to fit the eternal 
temnle in the new Jerusalem. After the 
sermon there was a season of praise and 
prayer, during which many arose to 
give their personal testimony concern- 
ing the glories of a Christian life.

What, to Carry and How to Carry It. 
Planning the Route—How Bicycle Toiir- 
inji Has Grown In Popularity—The Ex- 
perienoea of a Veteran. 


About tliis time of year the cyclist 
gets the touring fever and begins to 
make plans for a long trip awheel. T!ie 
symptoms are plainly evident. 
He car- 
ries his pockets full of maps and iusks all 
sorts of questions about cities fur re- 
moved frojii his habitat. 
He gets up 
early in the morning and tiikes long 
runs to get liimself in condition, and 
loses interest in eveiythiug not con- 
nected with the wlieel. 


A little later he will be .seen out on 
the highways that stretch to every cor- 
ner of the countrj^ dusty, sunburned, 
and probably tired, but evidently happy

and reveling in new sights as well as 
enjoying to the utmost the delights of a 
never failing thirst and an omnivorous 
appetite. 
As to just how many wheel- 
men and wheelwomen will, take their 
summer outings iu this way during the 
coming season it would be useless to 
speculate. 
We do not even know how 
many riders there are. Some day in the 
future we shall have a bicycle census, 
and then the statistician will give us 
some big, roimd figures to talk about. 


There is no doubt, though, that the 
number of touring bicyclists this year 
will run up into the hundred thousands. 
They will penetrate to every out of the 
way comer of the land. Wherever there 
is anything of interest to be seen they 
will swarm. At the big seashore resorts 
on the Atlantic coast they will be large- 
ly in evidence. 
They will skirt the 
shores of the great lakes. 
They will 
pedal along the highways that parallel 
the big riveri?. 
They will ride boldly 
up to the Rocky range, push their way 
into the very center df the Adirondacks 
and the White mountains, and make 
glad the heart of the isolated innkeeper 
from Skowhegan to San Jose. 


This is going to be the greatest sum- 
mer for wheel touring that the country 
has even seen, for there are nearly 1,000, - 
000 more wheelmen this year than there 
were last, and the bicyclist who took his 
first ride in 1895 will, ten chances to 
one, take his first tour in 1896. The in- 
crease has been wonderful. I remember, 
if you will allow me to quote from a 
somewhat limited experience, that on 
my first bicycle trip, which was taken 
ten years ago, I met not a single touxiist 
with whom to exchange greetings or 
yams in the course of a two weeks' ride 
that took me through all the principal 
seashore resorts on the New England 
coast. 
That ride was taken on a high 
wheel, and all my luggage was strapped 
on the handle bars, a most uncomfort- 
able way of caiTying baggage, by the 
way. 


Much I marveled at the difference 
last summer. 
My route took me some- 
what away from the well beaten and 
much frequented paths of the touring 
wheelmen, yet they were met by twos 
and threes and dozens almost every day. 
Very often it happened that as I was 
eating dinner at some little village ho- 
tel, perhaps miles away from a railroad 
station, I would be joined at the table 
by another wheelman, fresh from the 
road aud bound in a similar or opposite 
direction. Even iu that wildetraess that 
lies south of Montreal, between the St. 
Lawrence and the head of Lake Cham- 
plain, I met a tourist, and a jolly good 
fellow he was too. In the Green moun- 
tains the tourist awheel was met less 
often, but at Saratoga he was present in 
droves. 


Most of the hotel keepers in the cities 
have recognized that the touring cyclist 
needs attention, and they see that he' re- 
ceives it. A room on the first floor is gen- 
erally reserved for a wheelroom, and in it 
is often found an attendant who is ready 
to pump up tires, clean and oil wheels 
and make 
himself 
generally useful. 
This individual is gradually becoming 
an important adjunct to the wheelman's 
hotel. He is a sort of combined hostler 
and "boots" now, without any title to 
designate his office. But the name will 
come in 
time. 
Perhaps it may be 
"wheels." 


People who do not ride, and even 
wheelmen who have never done any 
touring, are generally surprised at the 
length of a trip which a cyclist of or- 
dinary ability can take in the corurse of 
a two weeks' outing. 
Of course every 
one is familiar with the recoirds of the 
scorchers who ride 100 miles in a day, 
but the tourist belongs to a distinct 
class. 
He regards the scorcher with 
scorn. 
A good rider will easily cover 
900 miles during a fortnight's trip aud 
have time enough to see the countiy as 
he goes along. 
Allowing two wliolo 


days for bad weather and otlier delays 
ne will nave to ride only 75 luiies a 
day to do this. As ten miles lui hour is 
a comfortable pace that may be kept 
up for half a day withoiit fa-tigue lie 
need be in the saddle no lou^jer than 
7 J-^' hours a day. 


This is what a single rider may d<i, 
but as the tourist generally pril'ers com- 
pany and rides in a party of from two 
to tea iu number, somu allov.'anceH must 
be made for uuforo.sc;eu d(.'lay.s. A small 
party of cyclists, hov\ Over, can readily 
make from 50 to GO miles each day. 


Th(i novice at touring genoj-all}- finds 
two difficult problems that have to b(! 
solved at the outset. 
Tlie iii-st one is 
how much and what baggage to carry, 
and the second one is how to find his 
way over roads that iu-e entirol^r strange 
to him. 
The baggage questiion needs 
personal experience to be si'ttJcd satis- 
factorily. 
Tlie bicycle lugguge can-i^Ts 
which are made to fit inside th(i diamond 
franiti have done much to simplify tho 
matter. It is amazing liow inuc]i (jue of 
th(!S(i triangular valises will hold. 
If 
tlio wheelman has wisely decided that 
he will wear his ordinary bicycle cos- 
tmue (m :dl occasions, lie will find that 
all tho clothing necessaiy for an all 
summer's trip can be put into the car- 
rier. 


jHQ.is_sui;e to find tliat the oiie greai 


necessity is a gooti supjiiy oi cieau untu-r- 
wear. 
Four suits aro none too many, 
and five are better, for a change will be 
required at the end of each d:iy"s ride. 
For outside w<^ar, i.)u( ing siiirts are not 
so good as sweaters on a long trip, bc- 
causo thoy do not look prcsontable after 
a hard day's ri(l(\ 
A sweiiter, on tlie 
other h:iu(l, esppc-ially if it is a gi-ay 
one, will still look neat at the end of a 
tv.'o weeks' trip. 


If Ihe tourist insists on changing oc- 
casi(>iKilly to ordinary street attire, there 
is no Avay i'or h i m to ilo but pack a va- 
lise and exiiross it on to llie point where 
he wants it and trust to luck that he 
gets it. 
If there is a lady or ladies in 
tjie party, this plan M ill have to be 
adopted anyway. 
It, is not it gootl idea 
to load down tho liaiulle bars tjf your 
machine with biiiidks. 
One. trial is al- 
ways enoug)i for the tourist. 
The front 
wheel was never meant to carry extra 
wei.glit. 
It ma.ke.s the wheel "steer 
hard" and is a nui;-;;inco iii e,Ther vrays. 
The luggage citiTier is fastened to the 
frame i:i surh a way that the weight is 
evenly distributed, and it is out of the 
way. 
It enables, two, tlici whi>olman to 
carry such .small articl((s as toothbrush- 
es, liandliim-liiefs, etc., v/liieh might 
rattk' out of a bundle, but which may 
be safely thrown into Ihe carriir. 


Then about ihuliiig tiie v/ay. 
That is 
not .sj hard a luatK-r as you iiiiglit tiiink. 
Tlie L. A. \V. roadljitok should, of 
course, be a part of the equipment of ev- 
ery touring wluejman. 
But in many 
cases his way lies over roads that are 
not laid out in the r( gular tours. Where 
this o(!Curs he has to rely on riiilroad 
maps and his own common sense. 
By 
inquiring his way from one city to the 
next he can follow the line of a railroad 
for hundreds of miles and be sure tliat 
he is going by the most direct route. Of 
course hev.'ill meet local Wheelmen who 
will tell him that he sliould have gone 
some other way to have taken advantage 
of the best roads, but tho tourist must 
remember that it is not fine riding that 
he is seeking ahvays, but new scenes. 
A little hai'd ridiug he will not mind at 
all if he knows that he has to go over 
that road but once. 
• Every trip, by the way, should be laid 
out with this idea iu view, and the re-

turn, if possible, should be by some oth- 
er route. Local bicyclists can generally 
be depended upon to furnish the most 
accurate and reliable directions as to 
roads for half a day's ride at least from 
their home-s. In spite of all the infoi-ma- 
tion that he can gather, though, the 
tourist will often find himself at a lone- 
ly crossroads corner, perhaps gazing at 
a signboard that is worse than useless to 
him because the unknown names it bears 
only confuse his dim idea as to the di- 
rection which he should take. 


This is one of the disagreeable fea- 
tures of wheel touring, but the long 
coasts down strange hills, the well rel- 
ished dimiers at countiy hotels, the aft- 
ernoon siestas by the roadside, the mak- 
ing of new and pleasimt acquaintances, 
are some of the amenities that lend to 
the sport a charm that, once experi- 
enced, is never forgotten.

SHIRSUN, Texas, May 16.—A most 
isastrous cyclone struck Sherman at 
:20

iping out the entire western end 


f the town. The loss of life is ap- 
alling. 


By 6 o'clock last evening twelve 
odies were lying cold in death in the 
ounty court house, and as many more 
re scattered about and across the 
esolated west end of the city. 
The work of rescue and the search 


ir the missing goes on. 
The business 


art of the town is deserted and the 
reatest excitement prevails. Every 
vailable wagon, buggy, and horee is 


n use by the searchers and workers of 


field of death. As time grows, 


ater reports of greater loss of" life and 
rperty arrive. The Sherman court 
ouse is insufficient to hold the dead 
nd wounded. 
The vacant Moore 


wilding ig utilized, and eleven colored 
eople, dead or dying, were placed 
here. Express drays, baggage wagons 
nd all kinds of vehicles continue to 
ome in with dead bodies. Tho storm 
truck Sherman without warning on 
10 southwest corner of the city and 
leered a path of 100 yards wide along 
he west end of town. Houses, trees, 
ences and everything went before the 
errible force of the cyclone.

moat severely.
